The 
loll  will  be  called  at  ten  o'clock  ;  and  in 
tb«  afternoon,  at  half  pail  two.  On  the  re 
mat  (ring  three  days  the  *b»#4ioui  will  Lwgiu 
at  lx.  w.  and  t  r.  u  respectively. 

Teacher*  are  required  \o  bring  with 
them  blank  book*  in  which  to  take  note* 
of  the  proceeding*;  instruction  in  refer 
euce  to  this  will  be  given  at  the  opening 
of  the  institute.  Use  will  be  made  oi 
these  note#  before  final  adjournment. 

As  the  hotels  and  boarding  houses  will 
not  bo  able  to  accommodate  ell  the  teach* 
era,  the  citliens  have  Very  hoe  pi  tab  l  y 
opened  their  bouses  to  entertain  the  ladies 
during  the  week.  We  hupc  that  the 
intercourse  which  bj  these  means  will

In  addition  to  the  usual  programme  on 
such  occasion »f  particular  attention  will 
be  given  to  the  subject  of  elocution  and 
rending.  These  exercises  will  be  conduct 
ed  by  Prof.  J.  M*  lVattou  and  Mias  Laura 
A  Vail,  both  well  known  for  great  success 
in  their  profession. 

Classes  of  children,  alao,  will  bv 
brought  before  the  Institute  to  illustrate 
methods  and  result*  of  primary  instruct¬ 
ion.  The  Locturvs  on  Tuesday,  Wednes¬ 
day  and  Thursday  evening*  will  be  of  un¬ 
usual  interest,  and  particularly  suited  to  a 
general  audience.

Most  of  our  citixeua  have  probably  no¬ 
ticed  the  erection  of  a  number  of  nicely 

ppearing  brick  and  frame  Boones  m 

Franklin  and  Race  streets.  Tet  there  are  I 
only  a  few  perhn  p*  who  know  the  extent  of 
this  improvement 

There  are  in  all  upwards  of  39  houses 
situated  aa  follows — on  Frapklin  Ave,  a 
row  of  twelve  brick  houses  two  story  and 
french  roof — also  one  frame  house  jest 
completed  and  ready  for* occupancy— on 
Race  si*,  six  two  story  brick  houses — on 
Oakland  Are.,  e  street  running  parallel 
with  Franklis,  there  are  14  frame 
houses,  a  row  of  screii  on  either  aide  of  tbs 
•tract — The  row  ou  the  East  side  of  this 
at  reel  will  be  two  story  and  french  roof. 

There  are  also  on  Newark  Ave.,  the 
street  into  which  the  horse  cars  turn  from 
Frinkiin  at.,  six  three  story  brick  houses 
with  lirowp  stone  trimmings.  These  last 
are  especially* well  fitted  with  water  aad 
gas,  and  all  are  k  ird  finished  and  furnish¬ 
ed  with  marbli  mafttcU. 

There  is  alao  a  two  story  factory  which 
may  be  rented . 

AH  these  buildings  haft  bhep  erected 
under  the  immediate  and  careful  aupervi- 
wo n  of  the  owner  Mr  Thoe.  O'Leary. 

We  undertlaod  ihu  it  is  the  policy  of 
Mr  O'Leary  to  offer  th^ie  home*  at  such 
prices  and  terms  as  will  place  a  pleasant 
home  within  the  retch  of  the  humblest  me¬ 
chanic.

W  hen,  then,  alt  title*  and  towns  Uavv 
their  boat  district  i®  i hr  west,  it  is  pretty 
clear  that  the  cause  of  it  must  be  some  gen- 
rral  law  ealirely  distinct  from  local 
situation.  What  la  that  law  t  uIt  arises 
from  the  atmospheric  pressure/*  answers 
the  Academy  of  Hcience*.  41  When  the  ba 
rouivtic  coluuui  rises,  smoke  and  pernici¬ 
ous  emanations  rapidly  evaporate ri □  space. 
In  the  contrary  case  w«  see  that  smoke 
and  pernicious  vapors  n  main  in  apart 
meats  and  on  tile  smtaev  of  thcwdJ.  Now, 
every  one  knows  that  of  aii  winds,  that 
which  cause*  the  great* »t  ascension  of  tike 
barometric  coluinn  is  that  oi  the  east,  and 
that  which  lowers  the  mod  if  tbs  west. 
When  the  latter  blows,  it  has  the  I  neon 
venience  of  carrying  with  it  to  the  eastern 
part  of  i he  town  all  the  deleterious  gases 
which  it  meets  in  its  passage  over  the 
western  part*.  It  rwolti  from  that  that 
the  inhabitant*  of  the  eastern  part  of  the 
town  have  Lo  support  not  only  thrif  own 
smoke  and  miasma,  bui  those  of  the  west¬ 
ern  part  oi  the  town,  brought  to  them  by 
the  west  winds, 

wWhcn,  on  the  contrary,  the  east  wind 
blows,  it  purifies  the  air  by  Causing  to  aa 
cend  the  pernicious  emanations  which  it 
cannot  drive  tv  ihe  writ.  Consequently, 
the  to  habitants  of  the  west  receive  pure  air 
from  whatever  part  of  the  honiuu  it  may 
arrive;  and  \t  may  be  added  that,  as  the 
west  winds  are  those  which  moat  frequent 
ly  prevail,  they  are  the  first  to  receive  the 
are  pure  und  as  it  arrives  from  tbe  coun¬ 
try/* 

After  thus  explaining  why  the  western 
parts  are  the  beet,  the  Academy  makes 
thee  reccommendatipns  :  USS 

1.  That  persona  who  have  the  liberty 
of  choice,  and  especially  those  of  delicate 
health,  should  reside  in  the  western  parts 
of  the  towns. 

2.  That  all  establish  men  La  from  which 
emanate  pernicious  vapors  and  gases 
should  be  placed  in  the  east. 

3.  That  in  building  a  bouse  in  a  town, 
and  even  in  the  country,  the  kitchen*  and 
other  dependencies  from  which  pernicious 
eoitsitiaui  may  arise  should  le  placed  to 
the  east.  The  members  of  the  Academy 
who  have  announced  the  precedtrg  dis¬

**  UNEQUAL  TAXATION*** 
Reply  to  E.  R.  M. 

Xs/^lfox :  In  the  0  axEYT lof  Ms  re  l> 
Hat  an  article  appears  headed  *l  Unequal 
Taxation,-'  in  which  the  writer  ascribes 
a  the  mischief  that  has  reaultrd  in  the 
stand  still  policy  which  governs  to  many  uf 
our  towns  to  the  mismanagement  of  town 
affairs  under  the  form  of  unequal  taxation,'* 
and  then  asks  why  land  that  is  worth 
thousands  of  dollars  per  acre  ahonld  be

Your  correspondent  docs  not  adduce 
any  Instance  of  such  unequal  taxation,  and 
I  take  up* in  me  to  any  that  he  cannot  name 
any  such  case  in  the  township  of  Bloom¬ 
field  where  the  land  of  a  whole  farm  or 
tract  has  been  sold  *  for  eight  times  Its 
assessed  value. 

In  no  case  has  any  kind  of  Land  been 
rated  at  lea*  than  about  forty  per  cent  of 
its  cash  value  Of  course  the  estimate  ol 
tbe  cash  value  has  always  been  made  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  best  judgment  of  the  Asses¬ 
sor,  corrected  by  revision  of  the  Town 
Committee. 

No  candid  man  who  knows  anything  of 
the  matter  could  make  such  a  statement  a# 
that  above  quoted  from  your  Correspond¬ 
ent*  a  article. 

In  jour  Editorial  notes  you  ask  on  what 
principle  and  by  what  rules  does  he  (the
